Ham Radio Kit-Building Class

Do you want to build your own ham rig but don't 
know where to start? Are you interested in learning 
more about what goes on inside your radio? Then sign 
up for a Ham Radio Kit-Building Class!

Phase-In Period Begins August 8th. 
From the ARRL Letter (Vol 18, Number 30) 


‘The FCC begins phasing in the Universal Licensing 
System for the Amateur Service August 8 at 4 PM 
Eastern Time. That's when the FCC stops accepting 
new or upgraded licensee data from Volunteer Ex- 
aminer Coordinators under the current amateur li- 
censing system, 


‘The ULS ushers in an era of electronic, interactive 
filing and handling of Amateur Radio applications. 
Being phased out under ULS is the familiar paper 
FCC Form 610 series. A “universal” Form 605-- 
primarily designed for electronic use but also avail- 
able on paper--will take its place.

Starting August 16, hams registered in the ULS may 
file the new FCC Form 605 electronically at any time 
of day, seven days a week, FCC Form 605 will be 
used for license renewals, modifications, cancellations, 
vanity call sign application, application withdrawals 
and amendments, as well as requests for duplicate I 
censes and administrative updates (je, a change of ad- 
dress or other clerical license modification). Applica- 
tions for new or upgraded licenses will continue to be 
filed through a Volunteer Examiner Coordinator. 


Automated processing of electronically filed applica- 
tions will occur nightly each business day, but five 
days a week instead of seven. There will be no week- 
end processing under the ULS. The FCC has warned 
that applicants should anticipate processing delays 
during the first couple of weeks the ULS is in effect. 


‘The FCC will stop accepting most Form 610 applica- 
tions next February 16, but club station Form 610B 
will continue to be valid beyond the six-month transi- 
tion window to allow time for the FCC to implement 
new handling procedures. 


Among the advantages of the ULS, the FCC says, are 
fast and easy electronic filing, improved data accuracy 
through automated checking of applications, and bet- 
ter electronic access to licensing information. One fea- 
ture of the new ULS is a renewal reminder sent 90 
days prior to a license’s expiration date. ULS also will, 
simplify the process of submitting fees to the FCC, 
and the FCC said it anticipates that the ULS will be 
capable of accepting credit card payments on-line in 
the near future.

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phones, coax jumpers, longer runs of coax, RF 
adapters, power cables and adapters, and fuses, This 
should get you started. These are all things you are 
likely to need if you operate your rigs from multiple 
locations. If you were asked to take your rig from your 
house and operate it from the served agency's head- 
quarters, can you do it? What do you need that they 
dont have? Dont know what they have? Will you op- 
erate from commercial power or emergency power? In 
tent or in a building? What will be your energy 
source? Generator, 12V power supply, someone else’s 
car? Can you adapt? Will there be antennas or will you 
bring your own? 


Energy Sources: Operating strictly from your car, your 
12V battery is your primary energy source. That en- 
ergy ultimately comes from your fuel tank, so make 
sure that's full. HT's require batteries, or a recharging 
source. A power inverter is a handy item to carry if you 
depend on rechargeable battery packs. Don’ forget the 
charger! If youve operating from a tent, you need a 
generator, solar cells, or a long cable to get back to 
your vehicle, Taking radios inside a building means you 
need a power supply adequate for your power needs. 


Personal Safety, Survival: Dont sell yourself short on 
food and water, and protection from the elements. 
Clothes for all weather conditions: hat, gloves, rain 
gear. Medication. Toilet paper, Glasses, if you wear 
contacts. First aid kit. Road flares. Signal mirror. Com- 
pass. GPS. Matches. Also make sure you have every- 
thing for your vehicle to operate without problems: tire 
chains, gas can, jumper cables, flares, coolant, oil, etc. 


Tools: Basically bring any tool that l you need to in- 
stall your radios and antennas or make repairs, Ph 
few other general purpose items are in order, such as 
tape, a soldering iron, extra wire and cable, and a 
VoM. 


Reference Materials and Emergency Communicator 
Equipment: Maps. Handbooks from your served 
agency. Phone lists, Badge or credentials. Pen, pencil, 
paper. Message forms, either ARRL or a form ap- 
proved by your agency. 


Other: If youte operating a specialized mode, suc 
packet or ATV, you'll need to develop your own list. 
Or you may want to bring a cell phone, a folding table 
and chairs, high-power spotlight, video and still cam- 
era. 


Start your own list then compare lists with others to 
see what they do. If you missed Field Day you missed 
an opportunity to compare lists with lots of folks. Get 
involved with ARES or RACES and compare lists with 
some of their members. You can find numerous 
the Internet.

cial Security Number must provide this number to the 
FCC in order to be registered in the ULS.
